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Bishop-Elect Most Reverend, Earl K. Fernandes, S.T.D. 
‘Thirteenth Bishop of Columbus, 31 May 2022 


The Most Reverend Earl K. 
Fernandes was pastor of St. Ignatius 
of Loyola Church in Cincinnati, 
Ohio from November 2019 to April 
2022. On April 2, 2022 he was 
appointed the Thirteenth Bishop of 
Columbus. From 2016 to 2019, he 
was member of the Staff of the 
Apostolic Nunciature in 
Washington, D.C. and continued to 
setve the Apostolic Nuncio. From 
2008-2016, he was the Academic 
Dean of the Athenaeum of 
Ohio/Mount Saint Mary’s Seminary 
of the West in Cincinnati and an 
associate professor of moral 
theology. He holds a doctorate in 
moral theology from the 
Alphonsian Academy in Rome, 
which he earned, summa cum laude, 
in November 2007, having 
completed a licentiate in moral 
theology (2004-2006). Prior to his 
appointment for further studies in 
Rome, he served as parochial vicar 
at Holy Angels Church and as a 
faculty member of Lehman Catholic 
High School in Sidney, Ohio (2002-2004), following his priestly ordination on May 18, 2002. 


He is an alumnus of Mount St. Mary’s Seminary of the West in Cincinnati, which he attended from 
1997-2002, earning a M.Div. and M.A. in Theology summa cum laude. Beginning in 1997, he 
discerned his vocation at the Casa Balthasar in Rome, having attended medical school at the 
University of Cincinnati College of Medicine (1994-1996), which followed upon his earning a 
Bachelor of Science in Biology, summa cum laude, from the University of Toledo in Toledo, Ohio, 
where he was raised attending St. Francis de Sales High School and St. Thomas Aquinas School. 


Prior to his appointment as thirteenth bishop of Columbus, he also served as the Dean (Vicar 
Forane) of the St. Margaret Mary Deanery; a judge for the Archdiocesan Marriage Tribunal; a 
Censor Librorum for the Archdiocese of Cincinnati; and, Chaplain for the Catholic Medical 
Association Guild of Cincinnati. 


He has been a member of the Board of Trustees at the Pontifical College Josephinum in Columbus, 
Ohio, since 2020. He is a member of the Board of Trustees of the Pregnancy Center East in 
Cincinnati, where he has served as a member of the Advisory Board since 2008. He is a member of 
the National Catholic Bioethics Center. From 2012-2016, he was a member of the Executive 
Committee of the National Association of Catholic Theological Schools. Since 2012, he has been 
a Knight of the Equestrian Order of the Holy Sepulchre. From 2011-2014, he served as a member 


of the Board of Trustees of the Starfire Council of Greater Cincinnati, and from 2011-2016, he 
served as the Catholic Chaplain of the Beechwood Home in Cincinnati. 


He has given presentations, talks, and retreats around the country and has published articles in 
three collections of essays published by the Institute for Priestly Formation in Omaha, which also 
published a book authored by him in 2014. Bishop Fernandes’ scholarly essays have also appeared 
in Seminary Journal, Homiletic and Pastoral Review, The Linacre Quarterly and Journal of the National 
Apostolate for Inclusion Ministry. His articles in the latter two addressed issues of persons with 
disabilities.

Symbols of the Office of Bishop 


The Cathedral Church is the site of the bishop’s cathedra (or chair). Generally, the bishop 
presides at the more solemn liturgies in this church. The diocesan cathedral, in the majesty of its 
building, is a symbol of the spiritual temple that is built up in souls and is resplendent with the 
glory of divine grace. As Saint Paul says: “We are the temple of the living God” (2 Corinthians 6: 
16). The cathedral, furthermore, should be regarded as the expressed image of Christ’s visible 
Church praying, singing, and worshiping on earth. “The cathedral should be regarded as the image 
of Christ’s Mystical Body, whose members are joined together in an organism of charity that is 
sustained by the outpouring of God's gifts.” (Apostolic Constitution of Pope Paul VI, Mirificus 
Eventus, 1965). 


The Bishop’s Chair, or Cathedra, is a sign of the bishop’s teaching office and pastoral 
power in the particular church or diocese. It is also a sign of the unity of believers in the faith that 
the bishop proclaims as shepherd of the Lord’s flock. Thus, the bishop’s chair is reserved to the 
bishop. The bishop may, however, allow another bishop to use his chair, but never a priest. Another 
presidential chair is placed in the cathedral church from which a priest presides. 


Miter. Originally, the miter was a simple cap made of soft material, terminating in a peak with a 
string on each side to fasten it to the wearer’s head when traveling about. By the tenth century, it 
took the form known to us today and its use was limited to liturgical ceremonies. At first, the miter 
was used exclusively by the pope as a mark of distinction, but by the twelfth century its use was 
extended to all bishops as a mark of their office and a symbol of their authority. Today, bishops are 
vested with a miter during their ordination ceremony. It is used by popes, bishops, cardinals, and 
sometimes by abbots when officiating at liturgical ceremonies. 


The Crozier, or pastoral staff, takes its shape from the crook used by shepherds. In the fifth 
century, it became customary for the pope to carry a wooden staff in processions. By the sixth 
century, all bishops acquired the custom of carrying a staff as an outward sign of their ministry as 
shepherds of God’s people. In later centuries, pastoral staffs were crafted from precious metals and 
decorated with jewels. In our day, the bishop is presented with a crozier at his ordination, to be 
used at liturgical services. It is carried by the bishop of the diocese as a sign of his jurisdiction, a sign 


that this is indeed his flock. 


Ring. Originally worn by the pope and known as the “Fisherman's Ring,” its purpose was to link 
the ministry of the pope with the ministry of Saint Peter the Apostle. By the eleventh century, all 
bishops adopted the custom as a reminder of their participation in the ministry of the Apostles. 
The ring is presented to a bishop at his ordination as a sign of the bishop’s fidelity to and nuptial 
bond with the Church, his spouse. The material and style of the ring is the choice of the individual 
bishop. It is worn at all times.

The Pectoral Cross is worn by the pope, cardinals, bishops, and abbots. It is worn over the 
breast (pectus) of the wearer. The pectoral cross reflects the order of dignity of the office of bishop 
or abbot. It served originally as a reliquary of the True Cross, which encouraged the custom of 
wearing this cross close to the breast. The bishop assumes the cross upon his ordination and wears 
this cross either suspended from a ceremonial cord at liturgical services or on a chain with his 
clerical suit. 


The Zucchetto, or skullcap as it is sometimes called, is part of the liturgical and choir dress of 
the pope, cardinals, bishops, abbots, and priests. It was developed to cover the tonsure, that part of 
the back of the head that was shaved as a man entered into the clerical state. In recent times, 
although permitted to all the clergy, only the pope, cardinals, bishops and some abbots have made 
use of it. It is worn during liturgical and some non-liturgical functions, and it is removed during the 
liturgy at the Sanctus so that the head is not covered in the presence of the Blessed Sacrament.

The Diocese of Columbus 


In 1808, Father Edward Fenwick, a Dominican priest, was 
asked by Bishop John Carroll of Baltimore to visit the Dittoe 
family living about 15 miles east of New Lancaster, Ohio, 
along the Zane Trace. They had written to the bishop asking 
for a priest to visit and minister to them and other German 

Catholic families in their vicinity. Upon finding the Dittoe SEOs ONN 
family, Father Fenwick began the first known Catholic a : 
ministry in Ohio at what would become the town of Somerset, 
Ohio. Eventually, St. Joseph's Church was built and then 
blessed on December 6, 1818. The oldest Catholic parish in 
Ohio, St. Joseph's remains in Somerset serving its people to 
the present day under the Dominican fathers. 


As the Catholic population of Ohio grew, its first diocese - the 
Diocese of Cincinnati - was erected by the Vatican on June 19, 
1821. Father Fenwick was named Cincinnati's first bishop. 
The Catholic population in Ohio grew during the 19th 
century, leading the Vatican erect the Diocese of Cleveland in 1847 and the Diocese of Columbus 
on March 3, 1868. The new diocese including counties in central, south central, and southeastern 
Ohio, roughly running from the Scioto River on the west across to the Ohio River along the east. 
The fledgling Diocese of Columbus comprised 32 parishes and 40 missions. About 41,000 
Catholics called the new diocese home. Columbus' first bishop was Sylvester Rosecrans (1868- 
1878). 


During the late 19th and early 20th century, the diocesan population grew steadily. By 1900 there 
were 60,000 Catholics in the Diocese of Columbus, and by 1940 there were 137,000 Catholics. In 
the late 19th century, the diocese coped with a tremendous influx of immigrants from Europe who 
were settling in the eastern counties near mining and mill towns. Each cultural group, such as 
Poles, Slovaks, Italians, Hungarians, Lithuanians, and so forth, wanted parishes where their 
language was spoken and their culture was understood. 


By the 1940s, language barriers were not as much of a problem, as older immigrants came to better 
understand English and their children spoke English almost exclusively. Over time the ethnic 
nature and patterns of diocesan parishes became blurred. Today only two ethnic parishes remain 
in the Diocese of Columbus: Santa Cruz (Spanish) and St. John the Baptist (Italian), both located 
in Columbus. All other parishes serve geographic regions. 
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Throughout the 20th century, the rural population of the Diocese of Columbus declined, with a 
major shift to urban life beginning in the 1920s. After World War I, the Columbus city population 
began a major shift from urban setting to the suburbs. With these shifts came changes in parishes. 
As the people moved, the Church moved as well. Parishes in some areas where the population 
dropped would be closed or consolidated occasionally and new ones opened in areas where the 
population boomed. 


In 1944, the Vatican erected the new Diocese of Steubenville from the Ohio River counties on the 
eastern side of the Diocese of Columbus. Additionally, a small strip of the eastern part of the 
Archdiocese of Cincinnati was transferred to Columbus, giving the Diocese of Columbus its present 
configuration of 23 counties in central and south central Ohio. 


The post-World War II years brought tremendous growth, and the 1960s brought many changes, 
both culturally and in the Church as a result of the Second Vatican Council. As the 20th century 
ended and a new millennium dawned, the Diocese of Columbus was the fastest growing in Ohio, 
with the Catholic population approaching 300,000 and served by numerous parishes, priests, 
deacons, sisters, and lay ministers.

The architect, Michael 
Harding, planned a 


structure 193 feet long 
by 90 feet wide. Work 
was begun on June 6, 
and the cornerstone was laid November 11 by the Right Reverend Sylvester H. Rosecrans, Auxiliary 
Bishop of Cincinnati. Father Edward Fitzgerald, pastor of Saint Patrick Church, was consecrated 
Bishop of Little Rock, February 3, 1867, and Bishop Rosecrans was named as his successor. The 
following July, Columbus was established as a Diocese and Bishop Rosecrans was made its first 
Ordinary. 


Saint Joseph Church, still under construction, was named the Cathedral; but Saint Patrick Church 
served as a pro-Cathedral until the new church was finished. Construction of the originally 
proposed brick structure was temporarily halted and plans for the present stone structure were 
introduced. Robert T. Brooks succeeded Mr. Harding as architect. 


The new plans for the Cathedral called for a main tower extending 312 feet, with three clock faces 
and a chime of ten bells. About this time, J. E. Hartman succeeded Mr. Brooks as architect. Work 
proceeded slowly, but in 1870, General William S. Rosecrans, brother of the Bishop, came to help 
in the construction. He made some important changes in the plans. In September, 1872, the roof 
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was completed, thus completing the Cathedral’s exterior. By Christmas Day the interior was 
sufficiently finished so that Bishop Rosecrans could celebrate Pontifical Mass for the first time in 


his new Cathedral. 


For four years, the congregation used Naughton Hall on South High Street as their church. But in 
the summer of 1878 they were able to use the Cathedral, though the interior was not completed. 
Sunday, October 20 of that year was designated as the date for the Cathedral’s consecration. Bishop 
Rosecrans had been in poor health for some time, and he succumbed to hemorrhages the day after 
the consecration of the Cathedral. 


In 1914, under the supervision of Bishop Hartley, a copper roof was placed on the Cathedral. 
Stained glass windows, marble altars, new stone pillars, new pews and new sanctuary furniture added 
to the grandeur of an already grand edifice. An E. M. Skinner Great Organ was installed in 1923, 
replacing the Cathedral’s first organ which was built in 1888. In 1949, Bishop Ready undertook 
the remodeling of the sanctuary and installed the baldachino. He also built the new Bishop’s 
residence and Chancery Office, as well as the new Cathedral Rectory. Bishop Carberry had the 
main altar repositioned to face the congregation in 1965. In 1967, the undercroft was excavated to 
create a parish hall with kitchen, meeting rooms, and space for the Cathedral Book Shop; Mr. John 
Gibboney was the designer. The remodeling of the present sanctuary was begun in 1978, according 
to the plans of Mr. Gilbert Coddington, former dean of the School of Architecture at The Ohio 
State University. That same year, the Skinner organ was renovated by the Wicks Organ Company, 
bringing the instrument to 3,869 pipes. 


More recently, in 1992, the Cathedral’s exterior was extensively cleaned and re-pointed, restoring 
the original warm color to the sandstone. In 2000, the baldachino and the Marian shrine were 
restored and gold-leafed. Polish immigrant Grzegorz Kucharski was commissioned to create the five 
large paintings of the Holy Family for the apse, which were installed in 2002. In 2003, the Cathedral 
acquired a new Halbert Gober Choir Organ, located in the apse, which is used for liturgies and 
concerts, and was the Cathedral’s primary instrument during the removal of the Skinner/Wicks 
organ. In 2006, the present organ built by Paul Fritts (Op. 25) was installed in the gallery and has 
become known as one of the finest organs in the United States.

The Right Reverend Sylvester Horton Rosecrans, D.D. 
First Bishop of Columbus, 1868-1878 


Born February 5, 1827 in Homer, Ohio, Sylvester Rosecrans grew 
up in northern Licking County. He studied at Kenyon College, 
Gambier, Ohio. In 1845, he converted to Roman Catholicism at 
the urging of his brother William. Young and enthusiastic, he left 
Kenyon and enrolled at Fordham University, New York, from 
which he graduated with high honors. Sylvester then earned a 
doctorate in theology at the College of the Propaganda in Rome, 
Italy. Costantino Cardinal Patrizi ordained him a priest on June 5, 
1852, in Rome. On December 23, 1861, Father Rosecrans was 
appointed Auxiliary Bishop of Cincinnati by the Holy See. Pope 
Pius [X formally erected the Diocese of Columbus March 3, 1868, 
and named Bishop Rosecrans to lead it. Bishop Rosecrans 
established the many institutions required in the new diocese, 


including parishes, schools, orphanages, and a diocesan newspaper, 

The Catholic Columbian. During this time, he also oversaw construction of Saint Joseph Cathedral, 
which he consecrated October 20, 1878. A day later, October 21, 1878, he died. He is entombed 
in the undercroft of Saint Joseph Cathedral. 
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The Right Reverend John Ambrose Watterson, D.D. 
Second Bishop of Columbus, 1880-1899 


John A. Watterson was born in Blairsville, Pennsylvania, on May 
27, 1844. At the age of 17, he entered Mount Saint Mary’s 
Seminary, Emmittsburg, Maryland. He was ordained to the Roman 
Catholic priesthood at Saint Vincent’s Abbey, Latrobe, 
Pennsylvania, on August 9, 1868. Soon after his ordination, Fr. 
Watterson accepted a position as a professor at Mount Saint Mary’s 
Seminary. In 1877, Fr. Watterson became vice president of the 
college, and president in 1879. In June of that year, the young 
president received his doctor of divinity degree from Georgetown 
College in Washington, D.C. In March, 1880, it was announced 
that Fr. Watterson was to be Second Bishop of Columbus. He was 
consecrated August 8, 1880, at Saint Joseph Cathedral by William 
H. Elder, Archbishop of Cincinnati. During his episcopate, Saint 
Anthony and Mount Carmel Hospitals were founded, as were the 
college and seminary at the Pontifical College Josephinum in Columbus. Many new missions, 
parishes, and schools were established during this time. Bishop Watterson died unexpectedly April 
17, 1899, and is buried at Mount Calvary Cemetery, Columbus. 


‘The Most Reverend Henry Moeller, D.D. 
‘Third Bishop of Columbus, 1900-1903 


Henry Moeller was born in Cincinnati on December 11, 1849. He 
was educated at Saint Xavier College in Cincinnati and the 
American College in Rome. Archbishop Giulio Lenti ordained him 
to the priesthood in Saint John Lateran Basilica, Rome, on June 
10, 1876. On April 6, 1900, Father Moeller was appointed Bishop 
of Columbus. Archbishop Elder consecrated him a bishop at Saint 
Peter in Chains Cathedral, Cincinnati, that August 25. He came to 
Columbus and was installed in Saint Joseph Cathedral on August 
27. Bishop Moeller is credited with setting Columbus on the right 
course for the new century. He began the work of eradicating the 
large debt which the Diocese incurred as a result of its creation and 
the building of Saint Joseph Cathedral. On April 27, 1903, Bishop 
Moeller was appointed assistant to Archbishop Elder. Upon 
Archbishop Elder’s death in 1904, Bishop Moeller became the 
Fourth Ordinary of Cincinnati. Archbishop Moeller died January 5, 1925, and is interred in the 
mausoleum at Saint Joseph Cemetery in the Cincinnati suburb of Pine Hill. 
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The Most Reverend James Joseph Hartley, D.D. 
Fourth Bishop of Columbus, 1904-1944 


James J. Hartley was born June 26, 1858, in Davenport, lowa. He 
studied at Saint Aloysius Seminary in Columbus, Mount Saint 
Mary of the West in Norwood, Ohio, and then the Seminary of 
Our Lady of Angels in Niagara, New York. On July 10, 1882, 
Bishop Watterson ordained him to the priesthood in Saint Joseph 
Cathedral, Columbus. On December 10, 1903, at the age of only 
45, Father Hartley was appointed the Fourth Bishop of Columbus 
by Pope St. Pius X. He was consecrated by Bishop Moeller on 
February 25, 1904, and installed in Saint Joseph Cathedral March 
1, 1904. Within the first five years of his episcopate, Bishop Hartley 
had begun or dedicated more than 25 churches, schools, and 
chapels. In addition, Bishop Hartley established Saint Charles 
Seminary and many high schools. He also had Saint Joseph 
Cathedral remodeled, giving it its present medieval appearance. 
Bishop Hartley died January 12, 1944, at the age of 85. He is buried at Saint Joseph Cemetery in 
Columbus. His episcopate remains the longest in the history of the Diocese of Columbus. 


The Most Reverend Michael Joseph Ready, D.D. 
Fifth Bishop of Columbus, 1945-1957 


Michael Joseph Ready was born April 9, 1893, in New Haven, 
Connecticut. Michael studied at Saint Vincent College, Latrobe, 
Pennsylvania; Saint Bernard Seminary, Rochester, New York; and 
Saint Mary Seminary, Cleveland. He was ordained a priest of the 
Diocese of Cleveland September 14, 1918, by Bishop John P. 
Farrelly. Father Ready was chosen Fifth Bishop of Columbus on 
November 11, 1944, by Pope Pius XII. He was consecrated 
December 14, 1944, in Saint Matthew Cathedral, Washington, 
D.C., by Archbishop Amleto Giovanni Cicognani, and was 
installed in Saint Joseph Cathedral in Columbus on January 4, 
1945. One of his first tasks was overseeing the erection of the 
Diocese of Steubenville. Bishop Ready established the Catholic 
Welfare Bureau and appointed a Director of Charities for the 
Diocese. By the 1950s, the CWB was serving Catholics and non- 
Catholics alike. Bishop Ready worked with his fellow Ohio bishops to start the Ohio Catholic 
Welfare Conference (now the Catholic Conference of Ohio). Bishop Ready died unexpectedly on 
May 2, 1957, and is buried at Saint Joseph Cemetery in Columbus. 
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The Most Reverend Clarence George Issenmann, S.1.D. 
Sixth Bishop of Columbus, 1957-1965 


Clarence G. Issenmann was born May 30, 1907, in Hamilton, 
Ohio. Clarence attended Saint Joseph’s College in Rensselaer, 
Indiana, and then returned to Ohio to attend Saint Gregory’s and 
Mount Saint Mary of the West Seminaries in Cincinnati. He was 
ordained to the Roman Catholic priesthood on June 29, 1932, by 
Archbishop John T. McNicholas. Fr. Issenmann continued his 
studies at the University of Fribourg, Switzerland, where he earned 
a Licentiate in Philosophy, and at the Collegio Angelico in Rome, 
Italy, where he received a Doctorate in Theology. In 1954, Mser. 
Issenmann was named Auxiliary Bishop of Cincinnati, and in 
1957, he became Bishop of Columbus. In Columbus, Bishop 
Issenmann established the Diocesan Development Fund (now 
known as the Bishop’s Annual Appeal), to provide the funds for 
the growth of the Diocese. He established eight new parishes and 
six new centralized high schools that replaced older parish-based high schools. In 1965, Bishop 
Issenmann left Columbus to lead the Diocese of Cleveland. He died July 27, 1982, and is entombed 
at Resurrection Chapel in Saint John Cathedral, Cleveland. 


His Eminence, John Joseph Cardinal Carberry, S.T.D. 
Seventh Bishop of Columbus, 1965-1968 


John J. Carberry was born July 31, 1904 in Brooklyn, New York. 
He studied for the priesthood at The North American College in 
Rome, Italy. He was ordained a priest in Rome on July 28, 1929, 
by Francesco Cardinal Marchetti Selvaggiani. Father Carberry then 
went to Washington, D.C., where he earned a Doctorate in Canon 
Law from the Catholic University of America. In 1957, Monsignor 
Carberry was named Coadjutor Bishop of Lafayette, Indiana, and 
he succeeded to the see in 1957. Bishop Carberry became Bishop 
of Columbus in 1965. He attended the Second Vatican Council, 
and much of his episcopate was devoted to implementing the 
Council locally. He established the Clergy Advisory Council 
(today’s Presbyteral Council), and he issued regulations for 
liturgical changes and had the Cathedral renovated to 
accommodate the changes. In 1968, Bishop Carberry was 
appointed Archbishop of St. Louis, and in 1969, he was created a Cardinal by Pope Paul VI. 
Cardinal Carberry retired on July 31, 1979. He passed away June 17, 1998, and is entombed in the 
crypt of the Cathedral Basilica of St. Louis. 
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The Most Reverend Clarence Edward Flwell, S.T.D. 
Eighth Bishop of Columbus, 1968-1973 


Clarence Elwell was born in Cleveland on February 4, 1904. He 
began attending Saint Ignatius College and studying medicine, but 
he switched to Saint Mary Seminary in Lakeside, Ohio. He also 
studied at the Canisium in the University of Innsbruck, Austria. 
Clarence was ordained in Innsbruck by Bishop Sigismund Waitz. 
In 1962, Mser. Elwell became Auxiliary Bishop of Cleveland. He 
was appointed Bishop of Columbus in 1968. He continued the 
work of implementing the reforms of Vatican II that were started 
by Cardinal Carberry, including giving permission for Saturday 
evening Mass and other liturgical changes. Bishop Elwell took a 
strong interest in Catholic schooling and worked with his fellow 
bishops in Ohio to foster opportunities for families to send their 
children to Catholic schools. He moved lay people into positions 
of trust, such as director of cemeteries and superintendent of 


buildings, and he firmed up diocesan finances by expanding the Diocesan Development Office, the 
Parish Aid Fund, and the diocesan self insurance program. Bishop Elwell died unexpectedly 
February 16, 1973, and is buried in Saint Joseph Cemetery in Columbus. 


The Most Reverend Edward John Herrmann, D.D. 
Ninth Bishop of Columbus, 1973-1982 


Bishop Herrmann was born November 6, 1913, in Baltimore, 
Maryland. After high school, Edward went to work for the 
American Oil Company to help support his family during the 
Depression. He studied at Mount Saint Mary's Seminary in 
Emmittsburg, Maryland and was ordained a priest on June 12, 
1947, in the Basilica of the Assumption, Baltimore, by Bishop John 
McNamara. He was named Auxiliary Bishop of Washington in 
1966, and in 1973, he became Bishop of Columbus. Bishop 
Herrmann’s service in Columbus was highlighted by a 
reorganization of the Diocese into the 15 vicariates which exist 
today, the Emmaus program for priests, and support of community 
housing and food programs. In 1981-1982, The Emmaus 
Spirituality Program played a significant role in bringing priests 
closer to Jesus as well as a group. Bishop Herrmann also served a 
key function in establishing Operation Feed in Columbus. Bishop Herrmann retired in 1982 and 
passed away December 22, 1999. He is entombed in the crypt of Saint Joseph Cathedral. 
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‘The Most Reverend Edward Gerhard Hettinger, D.D. 
Auxiliary Bishop, 1942-1977 


Edward Gerhard Hettinger was born October 14, 1902, in 
Lancaster, Ohio. He attended Holy Cross College in Worcester, 
Massachusetts, and studied theology at Saint Vincent Abbey in 
Latrobe, Pennsylvania. He was ordained to the Roman Catholic 
priesthood June 2, 1928, by Bishop James J. Hartley. Monsignor 
Hettinger became Auxiliary Bishop of Columbus in 1942. A 
humble and prayerful man, Bishop Hettinger served as the 
Diocese’s auxiliary under six different Bishops, always shunning 
honors and preference. Bishop Ready named him diocesan Vicar 
General in 1945, an appointment that was renewed under 
subsequent bishops. Bishop Hettinger served as diocesan 
administrator five times when the See was vacant because of the 
death or transfer of its ordinary. Bishop Hettinger retired in 1977, 
to a modest cottage in Zaleski, Ohio, where he enjoyed nature, 
walking, and daily Mass at Saint Sylvester Church in Zaleski. Bishop Hettinger passed away 
December 28, 1996, on the Feast of the Holy Innocents. He was buried in Saint Mary Parish 
Cemetery, Lancaster, next to Father Pilger, who baptized him. 


The Most Reverend George Avis Fulcher, S.T.D. 
Auxiliary Bishop, 1976-1983 


George A. Fulcher was born January 30, 1922, in Columbus. He 
attended Saint Charles Preparatory School, Columbus, and 
continued there at Saint Charles College, where he earned a 
bachelor’s degree. He then attended Mount Saint Mary of the West 
Seminary, Norwood, Ohio, and The Catholic University of 
America, Washington, D.C. He was ordained to the priesthood 
on February 28, 1948, by Bishop Michael J. Ready. He then studied 
at the Angelicum in Rome, earning his doctorate in sacred 
theology. In 1976, Father Fulcher became Auxiliary Bishop of 
Columbus. The National Conference of Catholic Bishops named 
Bishop Fulcher to the fivemember committee that wrote the 
bishops’ peace pastoral, “The Challenge of Peace: God’s Promise 
and Our Response,” which was approved by U.S. bishops in 1983. 
In 1983, Bishop Fulcher was named Bishop of Lafayette, Indiana. 
He established that diocese’s Presbyteral Council, as recommended by the 1983 Code of Canon 
Law, and remained active in the ecumenical movement. On January 25, 1984, Bishop Fulcher died 
after his car left the road and crashed. He is buried at Saint Mary Cemetery in Lafayette, Indiana. 
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The Most Reverend James Anthony Griffin, J.D., J.C.L. 
‘Tenth Bishop of Columbus, 1983-2005 


James Anthony Griffin was born June 13, 1934, the fifth of seven 
children born to Thomas Anthony Griffin and Margaret Mary 
Hanousek. He attended Saint Charles College in Maryland and 
Borromeo College, Wickliffe, Ohio, where he received his Bachelor of 
Arts degree in Philosophy. He attended Saint Mary Seminary, Cleveland, 
and was ordained to the priesthood by John Cardinal Krol on May 28, 
1960, in Saint John Cathedral, Cleveland, Ohio. In 1961, he was sent to 
Pontifical Lateran University, where he earned a Licentiate in Canon 
Law with high honors. Upon his return to the Cleveland Diocese, Bishop 
Griffin served in the Marriage Court and the Chancery, serving as 
Chancellor and Vicar General. During that time, he earned a Doctorate 
in Civil Law from Cleveland State University and passed the Ohio Bar. 
He was appointed Auxiliary Bishop of the Diocese of Cleveland in 1979. 
Pope John Paul II appointed Bishop Griffin the Tenth Bishop of the 
Diocese of Columbus, Ohio on February 7, 1983. Bishop Griffin was installed as Bishop of the Diocese of 
Columbus on April 25, 1983. Among his most prominent achievements in Columbus was the formation 
in 1984 of the Secretariat System, which includes the diocesan administrative vicariates and the 


administrative council that oversees diocesan departments and programs. This administrative system 
enabled Bishop Griffin to focus more of his time and efforts on his role as diocesan shepherd and pastor. 
As leader of the Church of Columbus, Bishop Griffin, in 1985, established the Catholic Foundation, a 
nonprofit corporation with the mission of providing a permanent source of funding for religious, 
educational and social service activities and ministries in the 23-county Diocese of Columbus. He also 
initiated and led two major capital campaigns, The Legacy of Catholic Learning (1989) and The Challenge 
in Changing Times (2000), to help ensure the future of Catholic education and the viability of the church 
in the new millennium. Bishop Griffin expanded housing alternatives for the elderly, building the assisted 
and independentliving housing options at the Villas at Saint Therese, as well as eight additional Seton 
Square senior housing centers. He also implemented Calming the Storm, a parish program to address family 
violence. Also in 1985, Bishop Griffin initiated a far-reaching process of planning and consultation to 
determine the direction of the Diocese for the remainder of the century. More than 115 parishes, as well as 
all geographic vicariates, held consultations that led to the creation and publication in 1988 of a plan titled 
“Called By Faith, Committed to the Future” that served as a guide for Catholics in the Diocese of 
Columbus. Bishop Griffin furthered diocesan preparations for a new century in 1990 by initiating the 
Vicariate Planning Process. The Diocese is split into 15 geographic areas, also known as vicariates. The 
people of the vicariates plan for the future by determining how parishes within vicariates will work together 
to better serve their communities, the Diocese, and the Church as a whole. Bishop Griffin is the author of 
nine pastoral letters, nine books, and numerous articles. His latest book, They Were There: Witnesses to the 
Passion of Jesus, was published in 2003 by Twenty-Third Publications. He is also the recipient of numerous 
awards, including an honorary degree from Ohio Dominican University, the Jessing Award from the 
Pontifical College Josephinum, the Liberty Bell Award from the Columbus Bar Association, and the Ohio 


Governors Award for Humanitarian Service. 
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The Most Reverend Frederick Francis Campbell, D.D., Ph.D. 
Eleventh Bishop of Columbus, 2005-2019 


Bishop Frederick Francis Campbell was born August 5, 1943, in 
Elmira, New York, the second of six children born to Edward and 
Dorothy Campbell. He graduated magna cum laude with a B.A. 
degree in history and foreign language from Saint Lawrence 
University, Canton, New York, in 1965, and obtained an M.A. 
degree in history in 1967 and a Ph.D. in history in 1973 from The 
Ohio State University. Prior to entering the seminary, Bishop 
Campbell served as a history teacher at the Pontifical College 
Josephinum, Worthington, Ohio, and as an assistant professor of 
history at California State College, San Bernardino, California. 
Bishop Campbell then studied at the Saint Paul Seminary, Saint 
Paul, Minnesota, and was ordained a priest of the Archdiocese of 
Saint Paul and Minneapolis by the Most Reverend John R. Roach 
at the Cathedral of Saint Paul on May 31, 1980. Following his 
ordination, he served as associate pastor at the Church of Saint Charles Borromeo, Saint Anthony; 
pastor at the Church of Saint John the Evangelist, Hopkins; canonical administrator at John Ireland 
School, Hopkins; and as pastor of the Church of Saint Joseph, West Saint Paul. On March 2, 1999, 
he was appointed Auxiliary Bishop of the Archdiocese of Saint Paul and Minneapolis; on May 14, 
1999, he was consecrated a Bishop at the Cathedral of Saint Paul. During his tenure in the 
Archdiocese, Bishop Campbell served as rector and vice president of the Saint Paul Seminary School 
of Divinity of the University of Saint Thomas. He also served on the Saint Paul Seminary Board of 
Trustees, Saint Thomas Academy Board of Directors, and the Saint Bernard School Board of 
Directors, the Archdiocesan Bio-Medical Ethics Commission, and as chairman of the Bishops’ 
Committee on the Diaconate. Bishop Campbell was appointed Bishop of Columbus on October 
14, 2004, by His Holiness Pope John Paul II. He was installed as the 11th Bishop of Columbus at 
St. Joseph Cathedral on January 13, 2005. Bishop Campbell served as Bishop of Columbus until 
January 31, 2019, when the Holy Father accepted his retirement, and he then served as the Apostolic 
Administrator of the Diocese of Columbus until Bishop Brennan’s installation on March 29, 2019. 
He continues to serve in the Diocese of Columbus and lectures at the Pontifical College 
Josephinum. 
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The Most Reverend Robert J. Brennan 
‘Twelfth Bishop of Columbus, 2019-2021 


Bishop Robert J. Brennan was born on June 7, 1962, to 
Robert and Patricia Brennan in the Bronx, New York. 
The oldest of five children, Bishop Brennan has two 
brothers and two sisters, 14 nieces and nephews and 
three great-nephews and a egreat-niece. He was raised in 
Lindenhurst, New York, where his parents still reside. 
Bishop Brennan attended Our Lady of Perpetual Help 
Catholic School in Lindenhurst, and St. John the 
Baptist Diocesan High School, West Islip, New York. 
He went on to earn a Bachelor of Science degree in 
mathematics and computer science from St. John’s 
University, Queens, New York. Bishop Brennan studied 
for the priesthood at the Seminary of the Immaculate 
Conception, Huntington, New York; was ordained a 
priest in the Diocese of Rockville Centre, New York, on 
May 27, 1989, by Bishop John McGann; and was first ~ ™ : 
assigned to the Church of St. Patrick in Smithtown. In 1994 he was ssieiecieaal Secretary tc to i = Bishop, 
working in this capacity for three bishops: the late Bishop John McGann, the late Bishop James 
McHugh, and Bishop William Murphy. He resided at St. Agnes Cathedral and served at the parish 
during those years. In 2002 he was named Vicar General and Moderator of the Curia for the Diocese 
of Rockville Centre. In 2010 he was appointed pastor of the Church of Saint Mary of the Isle, Long 
Beach. On July 25, 2012, he was ordained as Auxiliary Bishop for the Diocese of Rockville Centre. 
While at Rockville Centre, Bishop Brennan served on the Board of Directors for Catholic Health 


Services as well as various diocesan boards and committees. His episcopacy in Rockville Center also led 


him to serve many of the Latino Catholics in that diocese. He served on the Board for the Institute for 
Catholic Schools at his alma mater, St. John’s University. With the United States Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, Bishop Brennan has been a member of the Committee for Catholic Education, the 
Administrative Committee, and the Priorities and Plans Committee. Bishop Brennan was appointed 
~ the 12" Bishop of the Diocese of Columbus on January 31, 2019 and was installed on March 29, 2019 
at St. Joseph Cathedral. During his time in Columbus, he was actively involved in the work of the 
Catholic community, serving on the boards of the Catholic Foundation, Mother Angeline McCrory 
Manor, and Cristo Rey Columbus Catholic High School. He has been a past board member and the 
Vice-Chancellor of the Pontifical College Josephinum in Columbus. During his time in Columbus, 
Bishop Brennan began the Real Presence, Real Future, diocesan-wide evangelization and planning 
initiative. On September 29, 2021 Bishop Brennan was appointed the Eighth Bishop of Brooklyn and 
was installed on November 30, 2021.
